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Anita Roaring 
Toward Coast

BROWNSVILLE, Tex. (UPI) — The 
season’s first hurricane churned the 
Gulf of Mexico with 105 mile per hour 
winds today, heading slowly west 
toward the mouth of the Rio Grande 
175 miles away. 
Hundreds of island and coastal 
residents, many of them veterans of 
other violent tropical storms, packed 
up belongings, food and fresh water 
and headed inland to avoid being cut 
off by high tides 
Others boarded up businesses and 
homes to await Hurricane Anita’s 
arrival. 
“ Those in apartments and big 
hotels, they will stay,’’ Port Isabel 
sheriff Gus Krausse said from his 
office on Padre Island, northeast of 
the city. 
“ Those 
buildings are built 
for 
hurricanes. But the majority will 
move out. The w eather bureau 
predicts tides five feet above normal 
and that’s above Highway IOO, our 
only connection with the mainland.’ 
M arvin B artz, whose National 
Weather Service office is located on 
the mainland near the Mexico border, 
said skies were generally clear “ and 
it’s a beautiful day, although a little 
windy.’’ 
“ But we know it’s going to be short­ 
lived. Right now Hurricane Anita 
could hit anywheres 150 miles north or 
south of Brownsville. Right now it’s 
just too early to call.’’ 
At 8 a m. CDT. the center of 
Hurricane Anita was located near 
latitude 25.8 north, longitude 94.8 
west, 
about 
175 
miles 
east 
of 
Brow nsville. The hurricane w as 
headed toward the coast at IO miles 
per hour. 
The NWS said it was likely the 
storm would strengthen during the 
day. 
“ We are watching the eye on our 
radar right now and it s very well 
defined,” Bartz said. “ It’s moving 
right at us, due east. But you just can’t 
call a landfall yet. 
“ In the past 24 hours it has only 


changed about two-tenth of a degree 
of latitude. It’s going straight. But you 
can’t make any predictions yet.” 
An NWS hurricane watch remained 
in effect from Matagorda Bay, just 
north of Corpus Christi, to the Mexico 
border The Upper Texas coast was 
removed from the watch shortly after 
dawn. 
The NWS recommended evacuation 
of hundreds of persons living on land 
up to five feet above sea level. 
Fletcher Hickerson, a Civil Defense 
spokesman in Baytown, Tex., at the 
top of Galveston Bay, said about 1,200 
persons had been advised to leave 
their homes. 
He said “ most of the city is not in 
danger,” but those in low-lying areas 
have 
traditionally 
experienced 
flooding in heavy storms. Despite the 
warnings, 
most 
coastal 
residents 
were waiting for later estimates of the 
storm ’s landfall before deciding 
whether to leave. 
F.M. “ Pop” Dunson, 91, of Port 
Isabel 
has 
survived 
the 
bad 
hurricanes of “ ought nine,” 1921,1933 
and 1957 and said he was not afraid of 
them. 
“ That one in 1957,1 rode it out in my 
house,” he said. “ The hurricane 
caused me $1.45 damage. It broke a 
window. I know how to build houses.”

First Wholesale Price Rise 
Detected in Three Months 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Wholesale 
prices rose a slight 0.1 per cent in 
August, reflecting the fourth consecu­ 
tive monthly decline in farm prices, 
the Labor Departm ent reported 
today. 
Although August brought the first 
wholesale price increase in three 
months, it was little cause for con­ 
cern. Wholesale prices, a harbinger of 
consumer price trends, have declined 
at an annual rate of 2.6 per cent in 
three months. 
Farm prices dropped 4.3 per cent in 
Aug st, and processed foods were 
down 0.8 per cent. The prices of these 
items have fallen at an annual rate of 
more than 27 per cent over the past 
three months. 
Food price declines began showing 
up on grocery shelves in July. 
The 0.1 per cent increase in all 
w holesale 
prices 
com pared 
to 
decreases of 0.1 per cent in July and 
0.7 per cent in June. 
Inflation has cooled significantly 


since Feburary, March and April 
when monthly wholesale price in­ 
creases averaged I per cent — or a 
double digit annual rate. 
The Wholesale 
Price 
Index 
in 
August was 194.6, reflecting a 5.9 per 
cent increase over the past year. This 
means wholesale goods costing $100 a 
decade ago, now cost $194.60. 
Industrial prices rose 0.5 per cent in 
August, consistent with recent trends. 
And finished goods, probably the best 
barometer of price trends, were up 0.1 
per cent. 
Administration officials have long 
predicted a cooling trend in inflation 
during the last half of 1977, partially 
offsetting sharp price in creases 
during the early months of the year 
But inflation is expected to exceed 6 
per cent this year 
Farm 
price 
declines 
were 
registered in August for green coffee, 
cocoa beans, eggs, livestock, plant 
and animal fibers and grains and live 
poultry. But fruit and vegetable prices 


increased for the second straight 
month 
Processed foods reflected 
farm 
declines. Roasted coffee, anim al 
feeds, fats, oils, pork, poultry and fish 
prices dropped But sugar prices were 
up for the first time in four months. 
Beef and veal prices also rose 
The biggest industrial price in­ 


crease was for lumber and wood. 
Transportation equipment also rose 
as a result of higher prices for autos 
and auto parts. 
Crude oil prices rose along with gas 
fuels, electric power and coal, but 
prices declined for gasoline. Price 
increases were more moderate than 
recent months for iron and steel

Washington at noon, with parallel, 
sim ultaneous — but low-key — 
ceremonies in the two capitals. 
The missions are called “ interests 
sections” will be em bassies in 
everything but name. 
They will occupy the buildings 
which once housed the embassies of 
the two countries. The U.S. Mission 
will move in officially at the U.S. 
Em bassy at Havana at noon Thur­ 
sday, while the Cuban Mission will be

Western Diet 
May Increase 
Cancer Risk 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Foods common 
to “ Western-style” diets may boost 
the body's production of cancer- 
causing agents and increase the risk 
of cancer of the colon, a Canadian 
researcher reported today

he theorized that

creased consumption of fiber, large 
doses of vitamin C and reduced fat 
intake could curb the cancer risk 
Dr William R. Bruce of the Ontario 
Cancer Institute of Toronto told the 
American Chemical Society’s 174th 
national meeting the discovery of 
potent cancer-related mutagens in the 
feces of persons on “ Western diets”

Later Retirement Age 
Change Not Active 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Carter 
administration is moving to dispel 
fears that the retirement age for full 
Social 
Security 
benefits 
may 
be 
changed. 
“ No change in the present system is 
imminent and .. the administration is 
not actively considering any proposal 
to alter the present arrangement for 
retirement with full benefits at 65,” 
said Commerce Secretary Juanita 
Kreps, who started the whole thing. 
“ Furthermore, I have offered no 
formal proposal,” she added. 
Mrs. Kreps stirred up the storm by 
advancing the idea of raising the 
retirement age for full benefits from 
65 to 68 as a long-range possibility to 
help ease the Social Security System ’s 
financial pinch. 
She also proposed that mandatory 
retirement plans be extended for 
those who want to continue working 
beyond 65 
Her suggestions caused widespread 
fears among retirees, and persons 
anticipating retirement, that Social 
Security ligibility rules might 
be 
changed 


One senior citizen organization said 
it 
has 
received 
“ considerable 
am ounts of m ail 
opposing 
the 
secretary’s suggestion, largely on the 
grounds that it would interfere with 
the retirement plans of those ap­ 
proaching age 65 .”

DEAR POLLY — I hope someone can tell me what I 
can do to make the very slick soles and heels on my 
shoes safer to wear. The are dangerous and I am sur­ 
prised that more women do not have very severe falls. I 
have tried putting adhesive tape on them but this does 
not last long. One does not want rubber soles on dress 
shoes and I guess this is plastic that is now used so much 
instead of leather.

DEAR IDA — Yours is a very common problem and a 
hazard, too. I spoke with a shoe repairman who told me 
that many of today’s shoes have both plastic soles and 
heels and even changing the plastic heels to rubber will 
help the problem. Often the plastic soles can be changed 
to leather but this depends on the style of the shoe. Sand­ 
paper is often suggested for “roughening” the soles of 
shoes and works on composition soles but only makes 
plastic soles even slicker. —POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I am answering W.C.R. who wanted some 
suggestions concerning what could be done with a service­ 
man’s flag.

What is the “ Instant CB License" I have been hearing about? 
It used to be that you had to wait until the FCC mailed you a CB license before you went on- 
the-air. It was unrealistic to think that a CBer could wait up to 2 months for a license to come 
through before he used his newly acquired radio transceiver. In early 1976, the FCC adopted a 
self-issued temporary license that you could use in the intel,rn until your actual FCC ticket 
was received. FCC form 555-B is used to issue yourself a Temporary Permit. The license is 
issued by assigning yourself a call sign based on the initials of your first and last name after 
the letter “ K ” and then followed by your postal zip code. For example: KFM-75081. You also 
must certify on the form that you are 18 years old, have not been involved in any previous 
FCC violations, and that you have applied for the standard Class-D Citizens Radio Station 
License. Forms are available from any FCC violations, and that you have applied for stan­ 
dard Class-D Citizens Radio Station License. Forms are available from any FCC District 
Office and most vendors of CB radio equipment. The temporary permit is valid fro 60 days 
from the date the standard Class-D license was applied for. 


How do I renew or change my CB license? 
Your CB license is normally valid for five years from the date it was issued or renewed. You 
renew or modify your license in the same way that you applied for a new CB license. You 
should allow at least 60 days for FCC action on your application. The FCC is considering 
reminding licensees to renew before the 5 year period has expired. The renewal license could 
also become a postcard sized return mailer, but this has not yet been decided on. If you send 
in your renewal before the expiration date, you are allowed to operate until the FCC acts on 
your license - even if your license expires before you receive the new renewal license. 


Who can operate my CB radio? Who can’t? 
Only yourself and members of your immediate family living in your household can operate 
under your license. This applies to personal individual Class-D licenses. Your transmitter 
must not be used under the authority of any CB license other than yours. This means you can 
not allow anyone to operate your equipment using a different FCC call sign. The licensee is 
responsible for all transmissions which he makes or is made by others, including tran­ 
smissions which are in violation of the rules. 


What are the penalties for violating FCC rules when using my CB radio? 
lf the FCC finds that you have intentionally violated the rules, you can be fined as much as 
$100 for each violation, up to a total of $500. The FCC can revoke your license. If a Federal 
Court finds that you have wilfully and knowingly violated any FCC rule, you can be fined up to 
$4500 for each day the violation was committed. If any provision of the Communications Act is 
intentionally violated, you may be fined up to $10,000 and-or be imprisoned for one year. The 
penalties for FCC violations are stiff ones!

Two of every three deaths 
in Texas during 1976 were 
caused by diseases of the

and blood vessel 
plus cancer, says the Bureau 
of 
Vital Statistics of the 
T exas 
Departm ent 
of 
Health. 
Deaths from all causes in 
1976 
totalled 
100,620, 
ac­ 
cording to Don Carroll, 
Chief, 
Bureau 
of 
Vital 
Statistics. 
Slightly oifsetting these 
grim statistics is some good 
news. Infant deaths reached 
the lowest point in Texas in 
1976—16.0 deaths per 1,000 
live births. 
The two top' killers, heart 
disease and cancer, came as 
no surprise since both of 
these have been the leading 
causes of death in the state 
for some time. Last year, 
Carroll noted, heart disease 
killed 33,836 Texans, while 
cancer accounted for 19,230 
deaths. 
Even though heart disease 
is a top killer in Texas, a 
decline in the death rate 
from heart attacks has 
continued for the third 
straight year. In 1976 the 
death rate was 
118 
per 
100,000 population. In fact, 
health officials say, there 
were 360 fewer deaths than 
expected from heart attacks, 
based on 1975 experience. 


“ Whether a three—year 
declining rate is related to a 
decline in ‘risk factors’ for 
heart attack isn’t known,” 
said 
Dr. 
R ichard 
K. 
Donelson, Director of the 
Epidem iology 
Division. 
“ And, whether the decline is 
matched elsewhere in the 
United States will be 
an­ 
swerable soon, when the US 
m ortalityd a t abecom es 
available.” 
The mortality rate for all 
forms of cancer in 
1976 
showed an increase of 550 
more cancer deaths in Texas 
last year. The mortality rate 
was 
154 
per 
100.000 
population, compared to the 
1975 rate of 150. 
“ Some forms of cancer, 
such as leukemia and cancer 
of the mouth and throat, are 
showing slight decreases,” 
said 
Dr. 
Donelson. 
“ But 
unfortunately, cancer of 
most of the other body sites 
has continued to cause a 
gradual in crease in the 
death rate over the years.”
